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Introduction 


This user guide helps employees, bargaining agents, and employers 
understand what the Pay Equity Hearings Tribunal is and how it works. If 
you are unfamiliar with legal matters, this guide will be especially useful. It 
will tell you what the Pay Equity Commission is, what this Commission’s 
Pay Equity Office and Pay Equity Hearings Tribunal do, how you apply for 
a hearing with the Tribunal, how you fill out the required forms, and what 
happens step by step from application (your request for hearing) to 
disposition (the final decision of the Tribunal). 


The information you get from reading this guide, however, is only 
general. For more detail you should contact the Tribunal directly and ask 
for a copy of the Rules of Practice. These rules tell you specifically what 
the Tribunal’s practices and procedures are. You should also look at the 
Pay Equity Act which outlines the rights and responsibilities of employees, 
bargaining agents, and employers with respect to the issue of pay equity.

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The Pay Equity Office 


The Pay Equity Office organizes seminars, operates a hotline, and 
gives employees, unions, and employers the relevant facts and guidelines. 
This information helps make employees, unions, and employers aware of 
their rights and responsibilities under the law. It is hoped that if those 
involved know what their rights and responsibilities are, they will be able to 
work together effectively and to come up with a pay equity plan that is fair 
to all parties. If, however, employees, unions, and employers cannot agree 
on such a plan, or if the plan they have agreed on is not properly put into 
effect, any of the parties may make a complaint to the Pay Equity Office. 
The party who applies for assistance is known as the applicant. 


After the Office has received a complaint, it assigns to the case a 
Review Officer from the Review Services Branch, and that Officer tries to 
help the parties come to an agreement. If the parties cannot agree, the 
Review Officer may choose to impose a settlement by making an order. If 
the Review Officer does choose to make an order, any of the parties has 
the right to dispute that order and to apply for a hearing before the 
Tribunal; the one who applies becomes the applicant. The Review Officer 
may also choose not to make an order and may notify the Pay Equity 
Hearings Tribunal of this fact. If that happens, either party may apply fora 
hearing before the Tribunal. 
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The Pay Equity Hearings Tribunal 


The Pay Equity Hearings Tribunal came into being on January 1, 
1988. Its function is to resolve pay equity disputes between employees, 
unions, and employers if these disputes cannot be resolved by the Review 
Officer. 


The Tribunal is independent of the Pay Equity Office and consists of a 
chair, several vice-chairs, members who represent employees, and 
members who represent employers. Individual cases come before a panel 
of three: a neutral chair, a representative of employees, and a 
representative of employers. Tribunal hearings are like court trials: 
hearings are public, witnesses give evidence under oath or affirmation, and 
decisions are binding. The proceedings of a tribunal, however, are much 
less formal than those of a court. Parties are entitled, but not required, to 
be represented by lawyers or agents. Whether you decide to be represented 
by a lawyer or an agent, or whether you decide to represent yourself, there 
are procedures you should know about and steps you should follow. 


Rules of Practice 


This section tries to explain as clearly and as simply as possible what 
the rules of practice are and how they work. It takes you step by step from 
application (your request for a hearing) to disposition (the final decision of 
the Tribunal). You should not, however, regard this section as a substitute 
for the Rules of Practice, copies of which may be obtained from the 
Tribunal. 

For your convenience, samples of the Tribunal’s forms are to be 
found in the Appendix to this guide; these will give you an idea of the detail 
that is required. In this guide, forms and sections are referred to by 
number. For example, 2.7 means Form 2, section 7. Although this guide 
is written from the point of view of the person applying for a hearing, the 
principles are the same if you are the one responding to the application. 
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Making an Application 


Applying for a hearing before the Tribunal can be rather complicated. 
If you approach the application step by step, however, many of the 
difficulties can be avoided. To help make your process of application 
easier, the Tribunal has put together a set of forms. Although you are not 
required to use these forms, you are required to supply all of the 
information that each form asks you for. The advantage of using the forms 
is that you can have some confidence that your application is complete. 
Even if you choose not to use the forms, the following account of how to fill 
them out will tell you about the information that must be contained in your 
application and show you how the process of application works. 


The first step is to fill out an application (Form 1). This form 
indicates that you are applying for a hearing before the Tribunal. You are 
the applicant. 
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Next you must send copies of this form to all parties who are involved 
in the dispute so that they can respond to the facts, events, and issues that 
your application refers to. The people against whom your complaint is 
made and the other persons who may be affected by it are the respondents; 
they are the ones who will respond to your application. If you, an 
employee, are the applicant, the company you work for is a respondent. 
Other respondents might include co-workers, unions, and so forth. 


After you have sent copies of the application to all parties, you send 
your application to the Tribunal. At this time, you also send statements of 
service (Form 3) to the Tribunal. The statement of service (Form 3) 
indicates that you have sent the application (Form 1) to the respondents. 
The statement of service shows that you have served these people with the 
document. Generally speaking, you should remember that every time you. 
send people a document, you must make a statement which proves that the 
document was delivered. After you have served the application on all 
parties, you send it and the statements of service (Form 3) to the Tribunal. 
That is, you file these forms with the Tribunal. After you have filed these 
forms, you will be given a Tribunal File Number; all future correspondence 
must include this file number. 


It is very important that you fill out the application carefully and 
accurately. Nothing less than the success of your complaint is at stake. 
First, you give the Tribunal factual information about who you are and 
indicate whether a lawyer or agent is acting for you (1.1). If you are an 
employee and choose to remain anonymous, you leave out the factual 
information about who you are and include only the information about 
your lawyer or agent. Second, you name the respondents (1.2). 


The most important parts of your application tell the Tribunal why you 
want a hearing. If you are objecting to a Review Officer’s order, you 
should provide the Tribunal with as much information as possible about 
that order, including a copy of it (1.3). You should also provide a 
description of why you are requesting a hearing and your summary of the 
facts, events, and issues upon which you base your case (ita) he 
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description of why you are applying should indicate what the general 
nature of your complaint is. Are you objecting to an order made by a 
Review Officer? Are you objecting to the failure of any employer to put a 
pay equity plan properly into effect? And so forth. 


The summary of the relevant facts, events and issues should describe 
the nature of the dispute and the parties involved as well as the nature and 
number of issues. You should make clear what did or did not happen, who 
was involved, when and where these events took place, what the case is 
about, and what is at stake. You do not, however, include the evidence —- 
documents, letters, collective agreements, memoranda, reports from 


witnesses, and so forth —- intended to prove the facts, events and issues. 


All you are doing is giving your version of what happened and what is 
at issue; you are not trying to prove that your version is correct. 
Nevertheless, you must make sure that your summary of these facts, events 
and issues is detailed and thorough. In the hearing, you will not be able to 
use facts, events, and issues that were not brought up in this application. 
Although it is possible that the Tribunal may give you permission to talk 
about matters not mentioned in your application there is no guarantee that 
such permission will be given to you. 


After you have said why you are requesting a hearing and have given 
your version of the facts, events, and issues, you tell the Tribunal what you 
want it to do (1.5). How do you want it to change the order, decision, or 
pay equity plan? This is the remedy that you are seeking.

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You next indicate whether you or any of your witnesses need French 
language or translation services or other special services such as wheelchair 
access or services for those whose hearing or vision is impaired Cia) you 
finish 1.6 by naming the city in which you would prefer the hearing to take 
place and the reasons for your preference. Finally, you indicate whether 
you know of any other requests for a hearing that relate to yours (1.7), and 
sign the form (1.8). Before you file your application with the Tribunal, 
remember to include statements of service (Form 3) for each party to 
whom you have sent the application. 


Responding to an Application 


The response to application (Form 2) must be completed by the 
parties responding to your application. Their response, in fact, mirrors 
your application. They supply the same kind of factual information and 
briefly indicate their response to each matter you bring up in your 
application. They give their version of the facts, events, and issues and 
describe the remedy that they seek. They have to serve their response on 
you within 21 days after they receive your application. They also have to 
file their response with the Tribunal and prove that the documents have 
been served. They too must remember to include statements of service 
(Form 3) for each party to whom they have sent their response. 
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Replying to a Response 


Although there is no specific form for replying, any party may reply to 
the facts, events, and issues referred to in another party’s response. After 
you have been served with a response, you have 14 days to reply. If you 
choose to reply, you again fill out a statement of service (Form 3) to show 
that you have served the parties with your reply. You then file both your 
reply and the statements of service with the Tribunal. Remember that you 
are not permitted to use facts, events or issues that are not referred to in 
the application, response or reply except with the Tribunal’s permission. 


Filling Out the Remaining Forms 


Forms 3 to 6 are reasonably straightforward. They involve stating that 
you have served documents (Form 3), summonsing witnesses (Form 4), 
stating that you have served a summons (Form 5), and stating that you 
have posted a notice of the dispute at your workplace so that persons 
affected by the application are aware of what is going on (Form 6). 


If you want to make sure a witness attends a hearing, you must 
personally serve a “summons to witness” before the Pay Equity Hearings 
Tribunal (Form 4) on that witness. You may also use this summons form 
to make sure a witness brings relevant documents to the hearing. In order 
to have a witness summonsed, you must obtain a copy of the summons 
from the Registrar of the Tribunal and personally serve that form on the 
witness well in advance of the date on which you expect him or her to give 
evidence. . 


At the time you personally serve the summons on the witness, you 
must pay the witness an attendance fee. The Tribunal will give you 
information to help you calculate the attendance fee and the other 


allowances —- travel, accommodation and food you are required to pay. 


After you have served the summons on the witness, you must fill out 
an affidavit of personal service (Form 5) and file it with the Tribunal. This 
form proves that the summons was delivered. Form 5 is different from 
Form 3 because it is sworn or affirmed before someone authorized to 
witness your signature and to verify that you believe the statements 
contained in the affidavit are true. All lawyers, some staff employees in 
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law offices, some officers in the Courts and municipal offices and the 
Registrar of the Tribunal are authorized to do this. Please feel free to 
contact the Registrar if you require a witness to your signature on the 
affidavit. Do not use Form 3 to serve a summons. 


Form 3, as you know, is a statement of service. Every time you serve 
a document on a party, you must fill out this form in order to prove that the 
document was delivered to that party. In this form you indicate what was 
served -- application, response, reply, report of an expert witness, or 
whatever other sort of document. You also indicate the method of service 
-- personal delivery, regular mail, courier (including Priority Post), 
certified mail, facsimile (FAX), registered mail, or whatever other method 
the Tribunal has agreed to. You should keep all receipts and records; they 
may be required as evidence to prove that a document was actually 
delivered. 


If the Tribunal directs you (usually the employer) to post notices of 
the dispute in the workplace, you must fill out a post card (Form 6) and 
send it to the Tribunal. Filing this form with the Tribunal indicates that you 
have posted notices of the dispute in conspicuous places so that these 
notices will come to the attention of everyone who is affected by the 
application for a hearing. 


Samples of Forms 3 to 6 may be found in the Appendix. The 
application for consent to institute prosecution (Form 7) and the response 
to application for consent to institute prosecution (Form 8) are not 
included in the Appendix. These forms are not part of the application 
process. Please see section 26 of the Pay Equity Act for further 


information, or contact the Tribunal. 
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Pre-Hearing Conference 


The Tribunal may decide to hold a meeting before the actual hearing 
takes place. All parties should either be present or be represented by an 
agent, a person whom they have authorized to act on their behalf. The 
purpose of this pre-hearing conference is to make clear and precise what 
the facts and issues are, to get the parties to agree about what did or did not 
happen, to encourage the parties to give each other all the relevant 
documents, to resolve any problems about how the hearing will proceed 
(for example, the order in which the parties will present their evidence), 


and to settle whatever issues can be settled. 
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If the parties are able to come to an agreement and to resolve some of 
the issues, they may choose to sign a memorandum of agreement. This 
memorandum indicates exactly what it is they agree about. This is why it is 
important that whoever attends the pre-hearing conference has: the 
authority to enter into such an agreement. 


Even if the conference does not settle any of the issues, it should help 
the parties prepare their cases. At the very least, all concerned will know 
what the relevant facts, issues, and events are. They will also have a better 
idea of what to expect at the hearing itself. 


You should not worry about speaking freely at the pre-hearing 
conference. Everything you say is said without prejudice. It cannot be 
held against you. at the hearing itself. Nor can anyone question you about 
it. Itis not evidence. The only thing that can be binding on you or referred 
to at the hearing itself is any memorandum of agreement that you or your 
agent have signed. To make sure that the hearing is as fair as possible, the 
Chair or Vice-Chair who conducts the pre-hearing conference will not 
take part in the hearing, or in any discussions about your case. 


Hearings 


Parties will be asked where they wish the hearing to be held; they will 
also be asked to estimate the number of days that they think the case will 
require. The number of hearing dates needed will depend upon the 
complexity of the case —- the number of witnesses, the amount of evidence 
to be submitted, and so forth. The Registrar will set the time and place of 
the hearing. Whenever possible, the Registrar will consult with the parties. 
A notice of hearing setting out the time and place of hearing will be 
prepared by the Registrar. Depending on the issue before the Tribunal, a 
notice of hearing may be posted in the workplace. The Tribunal will 
attempt to have the hearing take place within 60 days of the initial request. 
Hearings will take place at the Tribunal’s hearing rooms, 2nd floor, 150 
Eglinton Avenue East. Hearings outside Toronto will normally take place 


in rooms rented by the Tribunal. 
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Normally, hearings are open to the public. The Tribunal may decide 
otherwise if it believes that matters of public security are involved or if it 
believes that the open discussion of intimate personal or financial matters 
may have a damaging effect on any of the parties involved. 


Once a date has been set for a hearing, a postponement or 
adjournment will not be allowed without the Tribunal’s permission. If a 
party involved in a hearing has been notified of the time, date, and place of 
a hearing and fails to attend the hearing, the Tribunal may go ahead with 
the case and make its decision in the absence of that party. 


The Presentation of Evidence 


The Tribunal decides matters on the basis of the evidence presented. 
Evidence presented at hearings must be relevant to the proceedings. Such 
evidence may consist of oral testimony, written documents, or anything 
else that the Tribunal considers relevant to the case. Before coming to its 
decision, the Tribunal will consider all of the relevant evidence, including 
the exhibits. The term ’exhibits’ refers to many different kinds of items —- 
reports, collective agreements, letters, and so forth. 


Evidence is usually presented by a witness who gives his or her 
testimony under oath or affirmation. To be under oath or affirmation is to 
promise to tell the truth. Any witness may be asked questions by lawyers 
and agents who represent parties involved in the hearing. On occasion, 
members of the Tribunal may also ask questions. 


An expert witness is a person who by reason of education or 
experience has special knowledge or skill in some science, technology, 
profession, business, or subject matter. If you believe that the expertise of 
such a witness will shed light on the facts and issues under dispute, you may 
choose to have this expert evidence brought before the Tribunal. If you 
wish to use such evidence, you must give all other parties a report that 
includes the name, address, and qualifications of the expert witness as well 
as a summary of the evidence that the expert intends to present. All parties 
must be given this report at least 14 days before the date on which the 
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expert will give her evidence. You will not be permitted to introduce 
expert evidence at the hearing without having served the report on all other 
parties, except with the Tribunal’s permission. 


Because an expert witness is assumed to know things that most people 
do not, the witness must be prepared to answer questions as to their 
education and experience. This outline should demonstrate why that 
witness should be regarded as an expert in his or her field. 


It is against the law for a witness to give false evidence when he or she, 
under oath or affirmation, has promised to tell the truth. Perjury is the 
legal term for giving false evidence. If a witness knows that his or her 
evidence is false and deliberately lies, he or she may be charged with 
perjury and prosecuted under the law. It is also against the law to refuse to 
take an oath or affirmation or to refuse to answer a question. If a person 
refuses to do either of these things, he or she may be charged with 
contempt and brought before the Ontario Court. 


Cases Heard Together 


The Registrar of the Tribunal may list cases together for hearing. A 


. panel may consolidate related cases, may hear them at the same time, or 


RS 
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may hear them one after the other. Applications may be related because 
they are made against the same person, because they bring into question 
the same or similar issue, or because they have questions of law or fact in 
common. 


Decisions 


At the end of the hearing, the Tribunal may give an oral decision. 
More frequently, however, a written decision will be mailed to the parties. 


In coming to its decision in your case, the Tribunal will consider its 
previous decisions in similar cases. However, just because cases are similar. 
does not mean the result will be the same. The Tribunal may alter its 
approach to an issue at any time. 


If you ask, the Tribunal will give you copies of individual decisions. 
As well, you can look at these decisions in the Pay Equity Commission 
Library. Selected decisions are published in volumes known as Pay Equity 
Reports. For information regarding these reports as well as the distribution 
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of individual decisions, please contact the Tribunal. The decisions are also 
available on the Quicklaw Systems Limited database, a legal reporting data 
base system.

Reconsideration 


The Tribunal may at any time reconsider its decision. If you wish to 
have a decision reconsidered, you must make a request in writing, serve 
that request on the other parties, and file it with the Tribunal. In this 
request you must set out why you think the original decision is wrong and 
how it ought to be changed. The parties to whom you send the request 
have 21 days to make a response, to serve that response on you, and to file 
it with the Tribunal. As of June 1992, the Tribunal has not granted a 
request for reconsideration. 


Conclusion 


It is hoped that this user’s guide explains how you go about getting a 
hearing with the Tribunal and how you fill out the required forms. For 
further detail, please refer to the Appendix of this guide, to the Rules of 
Practice, and to the Pay Equity Act. If you are unclear about anything in 
this guide or about anything in the Rules of Practice or the Act, please do 
not hesitate to contact the Registrar.
